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Alaska Statehood Boils Again 
But Is Not Expected to Jell 


~TATEHOOD for Alaska boiled up to the top of 

Y the Congressional kettle again the middle of 
April just at the time the National Fisheries In- 
stitute was meeting in Washington. 

Consensus was that there is little chance of 
affirmative action at this time, despite the fact 
that the House Territories Committee, which held 
April hearings, appeared moderately favorable. 

Regardless of what the House does, Senate ac- 
tion, pro or con, is months away. Senate Terri- 
tories Chairman Hugh Butler told the Alaskan 
delegation April 16 that his committee would hold 
no hearings until it goes to Alaska next August. 

He said also that Secretary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay planned to visit Alaska at that 
time; and also that the Secretary had approved 
the legislation proposed to permit Alaska to elect 
its governor. Senator Butler predicted this would 
actually take place at the election in 1954. 


You could almost call the April 16 statehood 
hearing a “distaff deal,” for the ladies did most of 
the talking, while Ernest Gruening, unemployed 
former governor, puffed in the front row. 

Loudest lady was Miss Sally Butler, legislative 
research director for the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, representing (she said) 11 mil- 
lion women, whose “one real concern in Alaska 
becoming a state is that proper and just treat- 
ment be accorded the Indians there.” (Emphasis 
supplied by Editor, who has always been under 
the impression that one of the reasons Alaskans 
want statehood is to checkmate the Indians’ 
claims to much of Alaska on the basis of aborig- 
inal rights.) 

Another statement by Miss Butler which caused 
Alaskans to wince was to the effect that state- 
hood would be a deterrent if the Russians ‘“deter- 
mined to place Alaska in their orbit of influence.”’ 

Pressed by one of the Congressmen to elaborate 
this statement, Miss Butler made it clearer: “I 
said Russia might try to take over Alaska if we 
turn down statehood. Alaska would resist Russia 
better if it is a state.” 

Appearance of Federal Judge A. J. Diamond 
before the committee raised a question in the 
minds of some as to the propriety of a federal 
judge leaving the bench to argue a_ political 
question. 

He said that the Administration’s proposal to 
grant Alaska the right to elect its governor was 
like “trying to bribe a baby with a lollypop.”

Pacific Fisheries Conference 
Resolutions in Essence 


NORTH PACIFIC FISHERIES TREATY— 


Heartily approving the work of its executive committee in the pre- 
liminaries to the negotiation of the North Pacific Fisheries Treaty, and 
of the industry advisors who participated in the task of drawing up the 
convention, the Conference expressed hope that the treaty might be 
promptly effectuated through exchange of ratifications and the enact- 
ment of implementing legislation. 


TARIFF and IMPORTS— 


Citing that duties on imports of fishery products have declined, 
and their volume greatly increased, to the serious injury of the domestic 
industry, the Conference sought (a) continuance of improvement of 
the Trade Agreement Act through escape clause, peril-point and quota 
provisions; (b) establishment of fair tariffs and flexible import quotas; 
(c) consumer education as to the value of a competitive domestic 
industry with a just share of the American market; (d) close liaison 
with other affected industries in collaboration with the National Labor- 
Management Council. 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE— 


The Conference decided to continue to present to the Seretary of 
State, in concert with representatives of the fishing industry of other 
parts of the United States, the importance of fisheries in the interna- 
tional relations of the United States, and the consequent necessity for 
having an official in that department responsible for these matters at a 
high policymaking level. 


BRISTOL BAY KING CRAB— 


Noting that Japanese expeditions were returning this spring to King 
crab fisheries adjacent to the Alaska mainland, and that such opera- 
tions in the past had endangered peaceful settlement of North Pacific 
fishery problems, and the conservation of the resource, and might 
again, the Conference urged Federal agencies concerned to maintain 
close study of the problem to the end that international incidents be 
avoided and the resource maintained on a sustained yield basis. 





ence recognized the common problem 
as relating to other states than those 
of the Pacific Coast particularly 
those bordering the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Executive Committee was 
asked to maintain a close liaison with 
those fishing interests, and also was 
empowered to appoint one or more 
persons to carry forward the PFC 
purpose on territorial waters. 

Fisheries tariffs and agreements 
brought out a resolution that fisher- 
ies’ protection from “foreign inva- 
sion” is inadequate. Average tariff 
rates on imported fish and products 
have greatly increased during the 
post-war years; while imports have 
materially increased. 

Moreover, large segments of the in- 
dustry have been and still are, sus-

taining serious injury, and still others 
are threatened by reason of increased 
imports. On the other hand exports 
of domestic fishery products have 
largely decreased. 

Support was therefore thrown to 
continuation of improvements to the 
Trade Agreement Act through safe- 
guards such as the escape clause, 
peril point and quota provisions. Fair 
tariff and import quotas are sought. 


Hoover Plan for 
Fish Again Backed 


The conference once again declared 
the present wedding of fisheries with 
wildlife in the Federal organizational 
structure to be ‘‘unsound, illogical and 


ineffective,” reaffirming the industry’s 
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position that the Hoover Commission 
recommendations should be carried 
out and Fisheries separated from 
Wildlife. 

T. F. Sandoz, Columbia River Sal- 
mon & Tuna Packers Association was 
spokesman for a resolution on Co- 
lumbia River dams. The _ position 
taken by the Conference was that 
authorized dams not now under con- 
struction be not started until areas 
already closed to salmon runs are 
completely developed for power and 
irrigation. 

Those dams already authorized 
will make most of the spawning areas 
above Bonneville Dam inaccessible to 
salmon runs; moreover the so-called 
Lower River Plan had not progressed 
sufficiently as yet to indicate whether 
it is effective or not. 

The conference commended the 
U. S. Corps of Engineers for its work 
on fish ladders and other research 
work; urged expediting of the whole 
program and allocation of sufficient 
funds to develop it thoroughly. 

The Executive Committee was again 
instructed by the Conference to pre- 
acting in cooperation with the whole

high policy-making level. 


Ask Funds for Research 


The Conference went on _ record 
through a separate resolution as ad- 
vocating strongly that adequate ap- 
propriations of federal funds be made 
for research purposes. It made clear 
that, regardless of who administers 
the allocated funds, the appropriations 
should be re-examined to secure great- 
er efficiency to meet fishing research 
problems. An _ advisory committee 
from industry will be appointed to 
assist the Executive Committee, with 
each research problem. 

Several resolutions were grouped 
together, as for example the PFC 
policy on FAO. No action on this was 
taken by the sub-committee, except 
to emphasize the Conference main- 
tains expressed policy that FAO stick 
to its basic program of fostering fish- 
eries for have-not nations for feeding 
and not entrance into trade competi- 
tion. 

In his opening remarks to the Con- 
ference, Miller Freeman stressed the 
unselfish work of the Executive Com- 
mittee, consisting of Chairman Brood- 
ing, Harold F. Cary, Donald P. Loker, 
Harold E. Lokken, Thomas F. Sandoz 
and James F. Waugh. These men, had 
given and most effectively, of their 
time, money and abilities. 

Speaking of the Conference as a 
whole he said, “You men, in this 
seventh year of operation, represent- 
ing every branch of the industry, have 
conducted the activity of the Confer- 
ence on a high plane, thus reflecting 
great credit on our industry.” 
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Accounting to the Conference for 
the Executive Committee's work since 
the last open session, Mr. Brooding 
said the committee had met seven 
times during the past two years or so; 
had worked on many problems as in- 
structed at the Seattle meeting and 
before. He and several members of 
the committee went to Japan at in- 
vitation of the U.S. government when 
provisions of the North Pacific Fish- 
eries Treaty had been worked out. 
Meetings had been held at Seattle, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Washingon, D.C. 

Present was Dr. W. C. Herrington, 
special assistant for fisheries to the 
Secretary of State, whose advice and 
interpretations of government policy 
and plans were frequently sought dur- 
ing the two-day conference. 

Giving up his campaign to be re- 
lieved of the duties of chairman, Mil- 
ler Freeman again accepted the unani- 
mous election to continue in that of- 
fice. Also re-elected were Edward W. 
Allen, as vice-chairman, and Mont- 
gomery Phister, secretary-treasurer. 

Following his custom, after adjourn- 
ment of the conference, Mr. Freeman 
named the men entrusted with respon- 
sibility of carrying out the PFC pol- 
icies. These proved to be exactly the 
same who have served for years:

FEDERAL FISHERIES RESEARCH— 


Examining the whole matter of scientific research in fisheries by the 
Federal government, the Conference strongly urged that such studies 
be adequately financed; that allocation of funds between projects vari- 
ously under the Department of Interior and State be reconsidered in 
the interests of effectiveness; and that industry advisory committees be 
appointed in connection with each such research enterprise. 


FISH-PROTECTIVE RESEARCH— 


Noting that immense sums are being spent for fishways without actual 
knowledge of the basic requirements for the handling of migratory fish 
at dams, and that the Corps of Engineers has initiated a broad research 
program attacking this vital problem, the Conference strongly com- 
mended the Corps of Engineers for undertaking this research, and 
urged that it be expedited and adequately financed 


COLUMBIA RIVER DAM POLICY— 

Noting that dams already authorized for the Columbia River system 
would make most of the spawning areas above Bonneville inaccessible 
to salmon, the Conference declared that actual construction of addi- 
tional dams which would destroy salmon spawning areas be deferred 


until streams already closed to salmon runs be fully developed for 


power and irrigation 


FEDERAL FISHERIES SERVICE— 

Declaring that the consolidation of Federal fish and wildlife functions 
in the existing Fish and Wildlife Service has been “demonstrated as 
unsound, illogical and ineffective,’ the Conference “heartily endorsed” 
the Hoover Commission recommendation that Fisheries be separated 
from Wildlife in the Federal organization

anada Approves 


Tripartite Fisheries Treaty 


Canada’s ratification of the North 
Pacific Fisheries Treaty is now as- 
sured. 

In a telegram from Ottawa to the 
Vancouver, B. C., office of Pacific 
Fisherman, April 9, Stewart Bates, 
deputy minister of fisheries for the 
Canadian government, announced that 
the House of Commons had finally 
passed the tripartite treaty with the 
U. S. and Japan and that the Cana- 
dian Senate would deal with the meas- 
ure within a week. Endorsement by 
the Canadian Senate is regarded as 
little more than a formality. 

The treaty was ratified 
months ago by the U. S. and approved 
by the Japanese Diet 


several 


after being 
signed by representatives of the three 
powers concerned in Tokyo on May 9, 
1952. 

Now that both Canada and the U.S. 
have pledged their support it remains 
only for the new Japanese administra- 
tion to back up the commitments of 
its predecessor 

Leading operators in the British Co- 
lumbia fishing industry expressed pro- 
found satisfaction with Ottawa's fa- 
vorable action, which would have come 
sooner had other controversial issues 
not relating to fisheries intervened to 
hold the center of the parliamentary 
stage at Ottawa 

The operators were quick to inter- 
pret Canada’s endorsement as official 
recognition by their nation of a meas- 
ure designed to facilitate the orderly 
and constructive development of the 
North Pacific’s fisheries. Further than 
that, they hailed the treaty as an out- 
standing example of industrial states- 
manship, setting a pattern for the 
whole world in the field of interna- 
tional co-operation for joint admin- 
istration of natural resources. They 
saw in this treaty a manifestation of 
the same mutual understanding and 
realistic thinking that have been re- 
sponsible for the success, in a smaller 
sphere, of the halibut and Sockeye 
salmon treaties between the U. S. and 
Canada. 

It was not an easy matter to bring 
about agreement on the treaty. There 
are still a few points at issue between 
the signatory powers, such as fishing 
rights in Hecate Straits between the 
Queen Chariotte Islands and the Brit- 
ish Columbia mainland, and this con- 
troversy was referred to in the House 
of Commons by General G. R. 
Pearkes, M.P., but it is generally re- 
alized that this is primarily a regional 
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dispute to be adjusted eventually be- 
tween Canada and the U. S. and cer- 
tainly should not be permitted to 
block the attainment of the larger 
goal. 

Discussion of the treaty in the 
House of Commons, which led to its 
passage there, was introduced by J. 
Watson MacNaught, parliamentary 
assistant to Hon. James Sinclair, 
Minister of Fisheries. Mr. MacNaught 
reviewed the provisions of the treaty 
especially in its effect on British Co- 
lumbia’s salmon, halibut and herring 
fisheries. Because of the intermingling 
of fish and fishing programs, neither 
Canada nor the U. S. would be asked 
to abstain from exploitation of the 
fishery resources on this side of the 
Pacific from the Gulf of Alaska south- 
ward, said Mr. MacNaught. 

This exception, he pointed out, was 
of particular interest to Canada, since 
Canadian fishermen had not histor- 
ically established fishing operations 
along most of the coast of the U. S., 
including Alaska, whereas U. S. fish- 
ermen had been fishing in the high 


seas off Canadian territorial waters 
and therefore could not be asked to 
abstain because of that fact. 

“Subject to these exceptions,” said 
Mr. MacNaught, ‘‘any other stock of 
fish that in the future meets with the 
three conditions of full exploitation, 
scientific management and legal reg- 
ulation may be included in the annex 
of the treaty, and the party or parties 
which have not participated in this 
exploitation may be asked to abstain 
from future exploitation.” 


Mr. MacNaught explained the pro- 
posed appointment of a commission 
to assist in administering the treaty, 
although it would not have regulatory 
powers beyond the presentation of 
recommendaions which would become 
effective only with the consent of the 
three governments. 


The convention will take effect on 
the day of the exchange of ratifica- 
tion and will remain in force for ten 
years, and thereafter one year from 
the day on which any party gives 
notice of termination. 


Treaty For Fraser Pinks 


Proposed by Minister 


Hon. James Sinclair, Canadian min- 
ister of fisheries, announced in his 
home town Vancouver, B. C., that he 
hopes to initiate “very soon” a con- 
servation treaty for Pink salmon sim- 
ilar to that controlling the Fraser 
River's Sockeye resource. 

“IT would like to start negotiations 
as soon as possible with the new gov- 
ernment in Washington,” Mr. Sinclair 
told a meeting of fishermen. ‘I have 
felt that the importance of the Pink 
salmon fishery justifies such atten- 
tion, and I hope to have the honor 
of initiating for Canada this measure 
aimed at fair and equal division of the 
Fraser Pink catch internationally, 
while at the same time providing the 
necessary long-term conservation pro- 
gram.” 

Mr. Sinclair said he would welcome 
suggestions as to whether a separate 
commission should be established for 
Pinks or whether the Sockeye treaty 
should be changed to add Pinks to its 
jurisdiction. 

British Columbia commercial fish- 
ermen have been urging for some 
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time that Fraser Pinks be brought 
under international control. 


There appear to be three schools of 
thought in B. C. respecting the pro- 
posal. One would like to see Pinks 
placed under the supervision of the 
Sockeye commission in order to avoid 
duplication of effort and make use 
of the extensive data already collect- 
ed. Another is opposed to the policy 
of having natural resources regulated 
by commission. A third faction claims 
that talk of a Pink salmon treaty is 
premature until Canadian fishermen 
reach the point where they catch 
more Fraser River Pinks than the 
Americans.

Here is North 
American opportunity for all in the 
fish business, for developing the latent 
opportunities which lie in the rich 
North American market with its sub 
standard per capita consumption of 
the fish products North America is so 
gloriously equipped to produce.” 





Frozen Halibut and Fillet Market 
Falls Apart Under Hard Poundin 


Frozen halibut market fell-apart at 
the seams in mid-Lent, particularly 
in the Chicago and San Francisco ter- 
ritory, and as Holy Week passed off 
the calendar and we approached press- 
time there was no quotable market 
prices for frozen halibut. Fish was 
available for what it would bring 
and that wasn’t too much. 

What brought about this Lenten 
break at the end of a halibut selling 
season which had seemed sound for 
months, with fish moving in fair vol- 


ume? 
A number of reasons are apparent. 
All the following played a part in in- 
fluencing the foundering of the mar- 
ket, but one of them over-topped all 
others like the seventh wave. 


1. Imports This is the outstand- 
ing factor. Never in history has the 
volume of imported fillets entering 
this country compared with that of 
recent months. From Canada, from 
Iceland, from Norway and other coun- 
tries, the volume of goods and very 
good goods at that has run far 
beyond the experience of other years; 
and prices have dropped to levels that 
hurt everyone, including the impor 
ters. Large quantities of good quality 
cod fillets have been sold in Eastern 
centers at figures as low as 11c per Ib 
wholesale. This gives a selling price 
on the order of five pounds for 85c 


2. New England prices—- Influenced 
in large part by the inventory and low 
price of fillets, but also by volume of 
landings, mid-Lent market prices for 
haddock in Boston were around 7c, 
with “scrod” (small haddock) selling 
for 6 to 6.5c 


8. Halibut Stocks A number of 
operators came to the last three 
months of the halibut season with un- 
wieldy inventories. The amount frozen 
had not seemed excessive, and prices 
generally left only a modest margin 
of profit, but the accumulating weak- 
nesses began to be felt as 1953 opened 
by those holders who had not previ- 
ously cut deeply into their stocks 


4. Bearish Reports Department 
of Agriculture reports on food stocks 
this spring featured frozen halibut 
along with frozen fillets as food items 
which were long to the point of weak- 
ness. Maybe this was true, and cer- 
tainly the publication of the fact 
helped it become so. 


5. Early Opening A final contrib- 
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uting factor to the foundering of the 
halibut market was the action of the 
International Fisheries Commission in 
advancing the opening date of the 
1953 season, thus reducing the period 
available for selling the frozen stock. 
Very early in 1952 the International 
Fisheries Commission informed the in- 
dustry that the 1953 season would be 
opened for fishing between June 1 
and 10. The freezers accordingly built 
up stocks during the 1952 season to 
last until new fish from a June 1-10 
opening could come to market. How- 
ever, about the middle of February, 
1953, the commission announced that, 
its earlier declaration notwithstand- 
ing, 1953 fishing would open May 17. 
About this time it also became appar- 
ent that some elements in the indus- 
try had known this fact for some time 
in advance of the official announce- 
ment, and had quietly been able to 
take indicated action. This early open- 
ing alone did not break the market, 
but it helped. 


A New York Report 


The Eastern view of the frozen fish 
situation is stated rather plainly in 
the April market letter of a substan- 
tial sales representative in New York 
City, which says: 

“The frozen fillet market remains 
in a demoralized condition, except for 
a few species. Half a million pounds 
of Newfoundland Cod were recently 
purchased at lle a pound delivered. 
This is now being offered at 85c for 
five pounds at retail. While low cod 
prices have discouraged new produc- 
tion facilities in some areas, other 
areas have gone right ahead and built 
new plants. Norway has a new large 
plant, just coming into production. 
However, the first reports indicate the 
Norwegian cod run this year is below 
normal. Another bright spot, is the 
increased movement out of storage. 
Inventories continue to be excessive 
and may remain so for some time 
to come,” 





Gruening Vetoes Alaska 
Salmon Tax Reduction 


Taking a final punch at the Alas- 
ka salmon industry, Ernest Gruening, 
retiring governor, in an after-adjourn- 
ment veto effectively scuttled the 
legislature’s desire to grant the in- 
dustry a measure of tax relief by re- 
ducing the case tax 16%. Inasmuch 
as the measure was passed late in the 
session, the governor was able to kill 
it by withholding his veto until after 
adjournment. 

His other vetoes directed at the fish- 
eries were over-ridden by narrow 
margins. 

Refund of the money collected under 
the non-resident license fee declared 
unconstitutional by the United States 
supreme court was opposed by the 
governor, but was enacted anyway. 

tepeal of the property tax levied 
on holdings outside of towns and tax- 
ing districts was passed over a Gruen- 
ing veto. While this affected the 
fisheries to some extent, the principal 
benefit was to the mining industry. 

The Alaska territorial department 
of fisheries sought some $700,000 for 
the biennium, but this was reduced 
by the legislature to $400,000, which 
itself represented an increase of about 
$100,000. 
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Mexican Lobster Trade 
Shares in Decline 


Mexico's lobster industry, like its 
shrimp, totuava and abalone fisheries, 
is in a partial decline. For the first 
three months of 1953 importation of 
lobsters from Lower California were 
hardly more than 1,200,000 Ibs. 

In view of the increasing competi- 
tion on the west coast from imports of 
lobsters from North Africa and Aus- 
tralia, as well as increased costs of 
production, the Mexican government, 
in a decree of February 23, reduced 
the ad valorem tax on exports of 
fresh, cooked or refrigerated lobsters 
from 15% to 3.75%. 

Entries of totuava (Mexican sea 
bass) through custom ports of Cali- 
fornia and Arizona for the initial 
three months this year total 600,000 
Ibs. Most of it is shipped direct to Los 
Angeles and distributed there. 


Astoria Tuna Canning 
Resumed by C.R.P.A. 


Tuna canning was resumed at As- 
toria with the opening of the second 
quarter of the year when the Colum- 
bia River Packers Association activat- 
ed its big Elmore cannery and started 
work on the first of the season's con- 
signments of frozen tuna.

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With these words, Dr. W. F. Thomp- 
son, director of the Fisheries Research 
Institute, keynoted the 1953 Salmon 
tesearch Conference held in connec- 
tion with the 16th Canned Salmon 
Cutting. He was introducing a presen- 
tation of a particular aspect of the F. 
R.I. findings and thinking as its re- 
search enters the second Red salmon 
eycle of its full-scale studies, spon- 
sored by members of the salmon in- 
dustry in the public interest and the 
cause of conservation. 

As in previous years, the discussion 
centered on a particular aspect of the 
broadly comprehensive program of 
investigation; research fostered by 
members of an industry in a thor- 
oughly American enterprise devoted 
to contributing to man’s knowledge on 
the highest standards of scientific 
study, while at the same time scrutin- 
izing the validity of the assumptions 
on which government regulates utili- 
zation of the Alaska salmon resource 

“This Fisheries Research Institute 
is an unique establishment,” its direc- 
tor said, “because it is sponsored by 
the Industry, which thus supports 
scientific biological research having to 
do with perpetuation of the supply of 
salmon and perpetuation of the 
supply is vital not only to the Industry 
but also to the American people 

“We have now gone far enough in 
our work to begin to get end-results; 
results which I think are of very great 
interest in understanding the run of 
salmon and in forecasting it. We 
hope that application of our results 
in regulation will come.

Old Ideas of Run 
And Return U pset 


“We have completely upset the idea 
that the cycle and the relationship of 
parent and offspring is a simple nu- 
merical one. 

“The old theory that a good year 
gives rise to a good year, and a poor 
year gives rise to a poor year, must 
be thrown into the discard. The return 
from any Red salmon spawning comes 
over a period of two, and sometimes 
three or more years so every good 
year contributes in the next cycle to 
the adjacent years. 

“There is no way in which you can 
explain the perpetuation of a Red 
salmon cycle except by a concept of 
differential mortality. .. . In the nat- 
ural cycle the rate of reproduction 
must be low in the poor years. I think 
it is a mistake to have sought special- 
ly to protect the fish of these poor 
years, because their rate of reproduc- 
tion is low. 

“There is no escape from the con- 
clusion that there are strong natural 
factors operating to produce a rhyth- 
mic change in the abundance of fish, 
their size and their productivity from 
year-to-year. We count over-fishing as 
only one of the factors in the situa- 
tion. 

“There are variations in the survi- 
val rate that cannot be explained in 
any other way than by changes in 
natural conditions. 
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Demonstration of the two-install- 
ment character of the Red salmon 
return from a single spawning. 
The Kvichak run of 1947 was dom- 
inated by small Reds which had 
spent two winters in the sea. The 
folllowing year the run consisted 
largely of salmon from the same 
year-class as the majority which 
returned in 1947, but these larger 
fish from the same year-class had 
spent three winters in the sea.

“You would not expect physical con- 
ditions rainfall, temperature, sun- 
light to show rhythmic regularity; 
but you would expect a rhythmic al- 
ternation of abundance in predators 
and food supply.” 


Measure of Migration 
Reveals Survival Rate 


Preliminary pay-off from the stud- 
ies of fresh-water life of the Red sal- 
mon was revealed by Dr. Thompson 
and some of his specialists in this 
phase of the research. R. L. Burgner, 
for example, was able to say: 

“The 1952 migration of yearling 
fingerlings was 13.5 times as great 
as that of 1951. The adult escapement 
of 1949, from which came the down- 
stream migration of 1951, was 1/6 as 
great as the adult spawning escape- 
ment of 1950, the parents of the 1952 
downstream migrants. 

“Thus it is apparent that the sur- 
vival rate or productivity of the 1950 
spawners was 2', times as great as 
that of the 1949 spawners.” 

To which Dr. Thompson added: 

“We enter an era which should ac- 
curately measure what is being de- 
rived from this research. You who 
work on Bristol Bay know what these 
facts might mean to the run in 1954, 
when the first of the year-class of 
1950 comes into the catch. If that 
year-class is‘actually 13', times as 
great as the year-class of 1949 which 
comes back this year that should 
be something worth knowing.” 

Again, Ole Mathisen, a staff biolo- 
gist, reported: “On the Kvichak we 
find the two size groups, the smaller 
composed of Reds which spent two 
winters in the sea, followed a year 
later by larger fish from the same 
brood year which spent three winters 
in the sea. In the Kvichak picture of 
1952 the abundance of small fish ap- 
peared as it did in 1947”; at which 
point Dr. Thompson interrupted quick- 
ly: “You can draw your own conclu- 
sions from that. It is rather risky for 
us to forecast. 

“There are two sizes of fish which 
appear in the commercial catch, ac 
cording to whether they spent two or 
three winters in the sea. Each of these 
sizes returns in annual sequence in the 
order and presumably in the relative 
abundance they had when they left 
the lake. 


“Asa basis for forecast, the relative 


abundances vary with the part of the 
cycle, and with the river system. We 


cannot use this basis unless we sample 


the physical or biological environment 
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rather than by catch and escapement. 
In other words: by physical factors 
on the spawning grounds the smaller- 
size group, which escapes the fishery 
in large part. 

“We build our system of possible 
forecast on proper sampling of catch 
and escapement, both, and upon the 
natural rhythmic variability that 
forms a part of the seemingly simple 
cycle of return.”

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fish which is only two years old, which 
leaves fresh water as soon as it emer- 
ges from the gravel and returns 
only as an adult. Thus we have no 
succession of stages to offer a basis 
for forecast. 

“We have found that the escape- 
ment and the spawning are not the 
decisive factors in the year-by-year 
fluctations of the fishery that they 
have been supposed to be. They have, 
of course, every significance in the 
long-term trend of the fishery; but 
the major fluctuations on which the 
major interest of the Industry is fo- 
cused do not come from variations in 
the escapement. 

“These facts are evident from an 
analysis of our data: 

“First Large escapement comes 
from years of large catches. The es- 
capement corresponds to the size of 
the catch of the same year. The cor- 
relation is extremely close large 
catch; large escapement. 

“Second Contrary to past as- 
sumptions, the catch and the escape- 
ment of one year are not correlated 
either with the catch or with the es- 
capement of the second year there- 
after. 

“Third There is if anything clos- 
er correlation between the catch and 
the escapement of one year and that 
of the year immediately following 
with which it can have no relationship 
whatever than with that of the 
brood year, the second year following. 

“These facts alone indicate varia- 
tions in abundance are controlled by 
and something else: percentage sur- 
vival. 

“Studies of the Canadians at 
McClinton Creek, and of the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service at Little 
Port Walter show plainly that in es- 
capements of large size the percent- 
age survival is low. In escapements of 
small size the percentage survival is 
higher. True, the gross proceeds may 
be greater from the low percentage 
survival of a big run than from a 
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small run with its moderately high 
percentage survival. 

“Even at these earliest fresh water 
stages the law of compensating varia- 
tions in mortality comes into play to 
diminish, and ultimately almost ex- 
tinguish, the correlation between es- 
capement and return.” 

F.R.I. studies of the physical and 
biological factors influencing percent- 
age survival of Pink salmon proceed 
along varied lines: water tempera- 
tures during the incubation period; 
stream levels during this time; eleva- 
tion of beds used in intertidal spawn-

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ing; salinity; predators; and the food 
of the migrating fry. 

This latter phase of the research 
has produced findings reported on for 
the first time at the 1953 Research 
Conference: 

“We observed in 1952 that the peak 
of abundance in the downstream 
migration of Pink fry occurred direct- 
ly after the large ‘bloom’ of zooplank- 
ton (minute animal material) in the 
sea; and after the wane of the phyto- 
plankton (vegetable material). 

“It is quite possible that delicate 
timing of this kind is important to the 
survival of the young fish entering 
salt water. We may have our fingers 
on one of the causes of mortality.” 


Prince William Pinks 
Prefer Tide Spawning 2:1 

Although the Prince William Sound 
project of the F.R.I. was initiated only 
in 1952, and was quite limited in char- 
acter, it produced some highly signi- 
ficant data 

Outstanding in this regard was the 
unusual importance of intertidal 
spawning in the Prince William Sound 
area; and that Chums as well as Pinks 
spawned in the tidal reaches 

Studies on Prince William Sound in 
1952 indicated a ratio of 2 : 1 in favor 
of intertidal spawning over stream 
spawning. In the case of the Prince 
William Pinks it was found that most 
of the stream spawning was by very 
early-run fish; and that as the season 
progressed the intertidal spawning 
became more important 

It is noteworthy that not until the 
Fisheries Research Institute began its 
investigation in Southeast Alaska was 
the existence and significance of inter- 
tidal spawning detected or reported 
upon, 

The Prince William Sound studies 
of 1952 also disclosed that, as far as 
was observed, the timing of the re- 
gional Pink run follows the same pat- 
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Catch-and-escapement polygons for 1952 at Karluk show how 

the catch takes virtually the entire middle-portion of the run— 

composed of the most productive fish—while the escapement 

is secured from the early-run eager-beavers and the late-run 
tail-enders. 


tern as that of Southeast Alaska, be- 
ing tied to stream temperatures and 
the accumulated degree-days required 
for incubation. Thus, early runs go to 
the cold streams, generally those of 
the mainland coast; while the warmer 
streams of the islands are the home 
of the late-run Pinks. 


Freshet Damage Doubted 


Freshet induced by the heavy rains 
of last September in Southeast Alaska 
did far less damage to deposited 
spawn and spawning gravels than was 
reported at the time, according to 
data presented by the F.R.I. staff 

Studies of the downstream move- 
ment of painted rocks used by the F. 
t.I. to check the movement of stream 
beds showed that they had _ shifted 
but little; while instrument surveys 
of stream beds showed only a moder- 
ate amount of gravel deposition, and 
even less of scouring. 

Damage from the 1952 freshet was 
rated “insignificant,”’ save perhaps in 
the Tenakee section, where 
streams appear to have suffered.

Photographic and Electronic 
Counting Methods Studied 


Photographic, electric, and electron- 
ic means of improving upon both the 
weir and the stream surveyor method 
of ascertaining the escapement of 
spawners are being examined by the 
F.R.I. staff this winter and it antici- 
pated that some scientific method will 
be put into the field next year in an 
effort to get an accurate quantitative 
assessment of the spawning escape 
ment without great expense 

Dr. Thompson showed a sketch of 
one device under study, an automatic 
camera taking pictures at frequent 
intervals by means of stroboscopic 
lighting of the migrants passing a 
counting board. The data thus secured

would be projected mathermatically to 
give a continuous record. The method 
would use the known fact that at 
some points the migrants follow a 
narrow path close along the shore, 
and can be led through the camera 
field by means of a short fixed lead 
which would not in any way impede 
or delay their movement. 


Weirs’ Validity Questioned 

Weirs as a means of determining 
escapement for purposes of regulation 
came under the scientists’ critical 
scrutiny, Dr. Thompson saying: 

“Our tagging shows that very dif- 
ferent percentages escape at early and 
late stages of the season; and that the 
volume of escapement for early fish is 
no measure of the volume of the es- 
capement expected for the later, in- 
dependent sections of the run. 

“We think that the whole basis of 
the use of weirs for regulation needs 
thorough re-examination.” 


Net-Marked Salmon 
Effective as Spawners 

One phase of the directly-applicable 
studies of the F.R.I. presented at the 
research conference had to do with 
the matter of net-marked fish and 
their effectiveness as spawners. This 
point was raised at the Bristol Bay 
regulatory hearings in the late sum- 
mer of 1952, and the staff was able 
to gather a quantity of data bearing 
on the subject. 

Dr. Thompson reported: ‘‘We found 
net-marked fish on the spawning 
grounds in as great abundance as they 
have been reported in the escape- 
ment.” His further data, supported by 
pictures of spawned-out net-marked 
salmon, indicated that the marks sus- 
tained in escaping from the gillnets 
are not the cause of any significant 
mortality. The net-marked fish found 
on the spawning grounds had healed, 
and then had died naturally following 
the completion of spawning, and not 
as result of the marking caused by the 
nets.

POFI Albacore Exploration 
Plan Wins 


Potential Albacore resources ex- 
tending approximately 1,000 miles 
from Hawaii in a northeasterly direc- 
tion to about midway from Honolulu 
to Seattle, will be investigated early 
next year by the Pacific Ocean Fish- 
ery Investigations staff. 

An effort will be made in the near 
future to close the scientific gap be- 
tween equatorial tuna investigations 
and the American West Coast fishery, 
extending to within 300 to 600 miles 
west of the Galapagos Archipeligo. 

These additions to POFI’s current 
tuna explorations were endorsed by 
the Tuna Industry Advisory commit- 
tee’s fourth annual meeting with the 
scientific staff, held at San Diego 
April 7-8, under chairmanship of W. 
Wade Ambrose. O. E. Sette, director, 
and Don L. McKernan, assistant direc- 
tor, Honolulu, represented POFI 

The committee approved and recom- 
mended coninuance of the present pro- 
gram which includes: 

1. Equatorial Tuna. To complete the 
geographic survey and _ investigate 
further causes of variations in Yellow- 
fin catch in the rich zone near the 
equator; to improve methods of long- 
lining to fish more gear from Ameri- 
can type vessels; and search for Skip- 
jack and small Yellowfin schools in 
the equatorial region at the surface 
or subsurface 


2. Artificial Bait. To continue test- 
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ing dispersal methods at sea and ef- 
fects of tuna attracants, already 
proved successful in pond tests 

3. Hawaiian Skipjack. To continue 
investigations by both hydrographic 
and biological methods on how to 
catch more Skipjack adjacent to 
Hawaii. 

All phases of POFI’s work were 
outlined by both Sette and McKernan, 
and supported by maps, graphs and 
motion pictures showing extent of the 
investigations and increased knowl 
edge gained since last year’s meeting 
at San Francisco.

Southern California tuna canneries 
had received approximately 26,000 
tons of raw tuna from January 1 to 
March 31, from all sources. Of this 
5,555 tons or 21% was imported from 
Japan and Peru. While the 26,000 tons 
shows a considerable gross increase 
over the initial three months of 1952, 
it is the imports that make the dif- 
ference. 


To March 31 last year Southern Cal- 
ifornia plants had received, in round 
figures, 20,000 tons in the raw. Of this 
a little less than 2,000 tons was im- 
ported. This year, the imports had 
reached 5,555 tons, thus reducing the 
domestic catch to 20,500 tons. 

Because of vastly changed condi- 
tion prevailing this year against last, 
when considerable restrictions were in 
force on sailings, the 26,000-ton figure 
is indicative of very poor fishing for 
the domestic fleets from Mexico to 
Peru. Actually, a fleet of 225 tuna 
clippers and three-score purse seiners 
had failed to produce a million cases 
for three months’ operations. 

This year there were no wraps on 
the fleets at all; in fact canners’ in- 
port sailings schedules and the Ameri- 
can Tunaboat Cooperative compulsory 
lay-in to prevent excessive delivery of 
tonnage, were all “out the window,” 
and apparently would be during 1953. 

The purse seine fleet appeared to be 
doing a little better than bait boats 
In March 48 seiners had cleared for 
Mexico and 10 for Central and South 
America. By the end of March, 13 
had returned from Mexico and three 
from the southern banks. The latter 
were, Dolores M., Wesern Fisher and 
Marsha Ann. Deliveries for the net 
vessels in Mareh amounted to around 
1,500 tons. 

Tuna clippers arriving at both Los 
Angeles and San Diego habors during 
March unloaded 5,300 tons. Hook-and- 
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Imports Heavy 


liners reporting totalled 46. Combined 
imports during March were 4,000 tons, 
most of it being Albacore from Japan 

Although a little early as yet, the 
small boat fleet in Southern California 
was getting ready for he Albacore 
season and, because of unusually 
warm ocean temperatures, anticipated 
a good season. 

Only one scratch catch of Bluefin 
was reported, that of nine tons from 
Mexican waters. Returning purse sein- 
ers, mainly with Yellowfin, reported 
no sign of Bluefin in vicinity of the 
favored spot, Guadalupe Island. 

Failure of the hook-and-line fleet 
to load up with fish was unexplained 
There is no shortage of tuna at the 
banks, but fish were disinclined to 
bite. Ten years ago similar conditions 
prevailed during the early months but 
finally cleared up and good fishing 
was resumed. 

Bait restrictions imposed by Ecua- 
dor and Panama haven't helped the 
situation. Ecuador has barred all bait- 
seining in her territorial waters ex- 
cept, of course, the “area of vigilance” 
around the Galapagos Islands 


Japanese Oyster Seed 
Arrives in Willapa Harbor 


The Washington Mail delivered the 
season's first shipment of oyster seed 
from Japan to Raymond March 17, 
unloading 17,000 cases for the Pacific 
Coast Oyster Growers Association. 
Additional shipments of seed for as- 
sociation members, for the Coast Oys- 
ter company, E. H. Bendiksen Oyster 
company and other large indepen- 
dents, were expected to bring the total 
importation of seed to Willapa Har- 
bor to about 43,000 cases this spring. 
In three years, it is estimated, Willapa 
Harbor oystermen will harvest about 
1,200,000 gallons of adult 
from the shipments.

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Latin-America Tuna 
Problems Are Negotiated 


Three Southern California fisheries 
officials this spring accompanied Wil- 
liam Herrington, U. S. State Dept., 
to Quito, Ecuador, for meetings with 
that government on fisheries prob- 
lems. These men were Harold F. Cary, 
geenral manager, American Tunaboat 
Association, San Diego; John Real, 
general manager, Fishermen's Coop- 
erative Association, San Pedro, and 
Donald Loker, French Sardine Com- 
pany, and member of the executive 
committee, Pacific Fisheries Confer- 
ence. 

The fisheries talks were arranged 
by the State Department after several 
seizures by Ecudaor of U. S. fishing 
vessels and the closing of the Gulf 
of Guayaquil to all foreign fishing 
and bait-seining. The Southern Cali- 
fornians, all thoroughly conversant 
with the problem went along as ad- 
visors. 

Meanwhile Dr. W. M. Chapman, di- 
rector of research for the A.T.A. had 
been in Panama several weeks in an 
effort to straighten out bait-taking 
problems with the Panamanian gov- 
ernment. On March 9, Panama an- 
nounced that, hereafter, purchase of 
fuel and lubricants, incident to is- 
suing of bait-fishing licenses in the 
Gulf of Panama would not be re- 
quired. Only purchase of supplies and 
obligation to make small repairs at 
Balboa are now necessary. 

In spite of strenuous efforts how- 
ever, A.T.A. officials have not suc- 
ceeded in getting Panama to reduce 
the cost of bait licenses, which were 
materially increased in February. 

Tuna clippers from 10 to 150 tons 
net register will have to continue pay- 
ing $1515-$2250 for licenses, according 
to size; vessels from 150 to 200 tons 
net pay $3015, and $15 for each addi- 
tional ton.

FISHERY FEELS 
IMPORTS BITE 


Trawl operations all along the Pa- 
cific Coast were rather closely cur- 
tailed through the spring months as 
result of market weakness in fillets of 
all sorts. 

This evidently stemmed essentially 
from the volume of imports, plus the 
consistent North Atlantic production 
resulting from the unusually open 
winter and spring experienced by the 
Atlantic fishing fleets. 

With good quality imported cod 
fillets known to have sold in large 
volume at least half-a-million 
pounds at a crack for as little as 
lle per lb., wholesale, it has been ex- 
tremely hard for any fillet packers to 
operate profitably. 

The halibut market fell apart with 
a tearing sound right in the middle of 
Lent, and that threw fear into the 
fillet folks as well as the halibut 
dealers. 

The result was tied-up draggers in 
all ports; and not much prospect of 
operations in the face of imports in 
volume beyond any previous experi- 
ence,

Kindred has been buying fish at 
Astoria for some time; Thompson op- 
erates a retail fish business in As- 
toria; and Anderson is the operator 
of the dragger Kincheloe. 
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New Channel Dredged 
At Westport 

The Port of Grays Harbor dredge, 
Robert Gray, began work early in 
March on a new alternate channel 
around the end of the most easterly 
breakwater at Westport. The work, 
authorized by army engineers, will re- 
place the former passage between 
breakwaters A and B, heavily shoaled 
during winter storms. 

The channel is to have a 16’ depth 
over a width of 110’. 

Port commissioners also placed an 
order for 110,000 board feet of lumber 
to be used in rebuilding the West- 
haven dock, exclusive of piling, when 
the 1953 fishing season ends 

An annual report, presented to com- 
missioners by W. J. Murphy, revealed 
that in 1952 the port constructed more 
than 1,600’ of two-step bulkhead at 
Westhaven, filled 17 acres of indus- 
trial-commercial site, and improved 
three-fourths of a mile of water line 


Crab Boat Owners 
Form Association 


A group of San Francisco crab 
boat owners has formed the Crab 
Boat Owners Association. 

Offices have been opened on Fisher- 
men’s Wharf, adjacent to the Shore 
Line Diesel Maintenance shops. Presi- 
dent is Tom D'Angelo, skipper of the 
Lou Ann; vice-president, Joe Catolica, 
St. John Bosco; secretary, A. Barbera, 
Faith; and treasurer, Mike LaTorre, 
skipper of a numbered boat. 

The association now has about 100 
members and officials hope to enroll 
about 150 boat owners, which would 
be of the San Francisco crab fleet.

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New Wash. Law 


Fixes Trollers Fee 


Offshore salmon fishing 
landings Chinook or Silver salmon in 
Washington hereafter will pay a de- 
liver permit fee of $10 for the vessel, 
plus $10 for each member of the crew, 
including the operator. This is per- 
haps the most important law directly 
affecting fisheries to come from the 
legislature. 

This was the answer of the Wash 
ington legislature to the resistance 
raised by some salmon trollers to pay 
ment of licenses. Fishermen who have 
taken out licenses for fishing inshore 
waters are exempt from paying the 
delivery permit fee in case they decide 


vessels 


to operate at sea. 

The same law established seasons 
when it will be lawful to land Chinook 
or Silver salmon in the state. These 
run from March 15 through October 
31 for Chinooks, and June 15 through 
October 31 for Silvers 

Senate bill 234, which established 
the fee, stated in a public policy pre- 
amble relative to the necessity for 
state regulation of the offshore fish- 
ery, that “the preservation of the 
salmon industry and salmon resources 
of the state is vital to the state's 
economy, and effective remedies and 
measures are necessary to prevent loss 
of such resources due to the taking 
of immature fish in the state’s coastal 
and offshore waters.” 

Salmon landed by trollers from wa- 
ters outside state jurisdiction will con- 
tinue to pay the 2% privilege tax, col- 
lectible from the first receiver of the 
fish in the state, but will not pay the 
catch tax. Fish caught inside state 
waters are subject to the catch tax 
of 2%, payable by the fisherman, and 
also to the 2% privilege tax, payable 
by the first receiver.

Court Order Nails “Employee’ 
Claim; Holds Union Conspired 


Contention that fishermen selling 
their catch are “employees” of the 
buyerg of the fish was spiked in a 
legal decision formally filed recently 
by Judge Howard K. Zimmerman of 
Astoria, amplifying the memorandum 
opinion which last summer enjoined 
the Columbia River Fishermen's Pro- 
tective Union from picketing the Co- 
lumbia River Packers Association 

Crux of the decision, which follows 
closely the legal line laid down for 
years by tribunals ranging up to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
was this: 

“Hach of the defendants is an in- 
dependent businessman and not m 
any respect an employee of the plain- 
tiff.” 

This flat finding was followed-up by 
another: 

“Members of the Columbia River 
Fishermen’s Protective Union entered 
into a plan, scheme and conspiracy to 
prevent the plaintiff from receiving, 
purchasing and processing fish and 
fish products, and from shipping and 
transporting the same.” 

As his is a state court, and the 
Sherman Act was not involved, Judge 
Zimmerman did not comment on the 
anti-trust aspects of the case, but the 
implication is plain. 

Having found that the Columbia 
River Fishermen's Protective Union is 
in fact a voluntary association of bus- 
inessmen engaged in the catching of 
fish for commercial purposes, that its 
members are not in any respect em 
ployes, and that they had conspired 
to prevent the Columbia River Pack- 
ers Association from engaging in 
legal business, the court granted a 
permanent injunction against the 
union in these words: 

“Members of the Columbia River 
Fishermen's Protective Union are 
forever enjoined and restrained from 


in any manner, directly or indirectly 
establishing or maintaining, or caus 
ing to be established or maintained 
any pickets or patrols or picket lines, 
or the placing or carrying of any 
banners or placards, or other posting 
of any signs, about or near the plain 
tiff’s place of business or properties 
wherever situated, and from inducing 
and persuading, or attempting to in 
duce or persuade, by any means what- 
soever, any person or persons from 
entering plaintiff's places of business 
wherever situated, or in any manner 
unlawfully interfering with the plain 
tiff's conduct and operation of its 
business.” 


Harbor Project Planned 
For Chinook 


Authorization by Congress for a 
$196,000 harbor project at Chinook 
next year is probable, Congressman 
Russell V. Mack has announced 

Mack said the project calls for a 
channel 10’ in depth and 660’ long 
from Sand Island to Chinook, with 
widths ranging from 275 to 500’, and 
will involve reconstruction of part of 
the present breakwater and an exten- 
sion. Permanent maintenance funds of 
$8,000 a year would be included in the 
authorization, Mack said. 

He reported that the Corps of En- 
gineers has approved the project and 
the Bureau of the Budget has no ob- 
jection, thus opening the way for in- 
cluding the project in the next rivers 
and harbors authorization and appro 
priations bill.

High Seas Salmon 
Research Is Ordered 


Research on Alaska salmon in the 
offshore areas of the Bering Sea will 
be conducted this summer by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service. This work 
will involve catching and tagging of 
salmon in waters north and south of 
the Aleutian Islands in an area cen- 
tered at 175° west longitude. 

The program calls for the research- 
ers to determine if there is an area 
of intermingling between American 
and Asian stocks of salmon; and, if 
this is so, to define the area of inter- 
mingling. In addition to tagging the 
offshore salmon, other data of a sci- 
entific nature will be gathered 

An important part of the project 
will be the development of suitable 
fishing gear to catch salmon on the 
high seas in conditions suitable for 
tagging. Catching the salmon has 
been assigned to the Fish and Wildlife 
vessel John N. Cobb, which is expect- 
ed to leave Seattle in mid-May and 
begin fishing operations near the first 
of June. The operation will probably 
continue through July. The project is 
a part of the preliminary salmon re- 
search begun last summer in anticipa- 
tion of implementation of the Inter- 
national Convention for the High Seas 
of the North Pacific Ocean. The 
United States, Canada, and Japan 
are signatories of the convention, 
which established the meridian of 
175° West longitude as the provisional 
line of demarcation between salmon of 
American and Asiatic origin. Both 
Japan and Canada have agreed to 
abstain from fishing for salmon east 
of this line in the Bering Sea. 


Mid-water Trawls 


Mid-water trawls seem to be devel- 
oping a growing interest with fisher- 
men and fishery-research workers. In 
Europe, the use of a two-boat mid- 
water trawl has found considerable 
success in the herring and pilchard 
fisheries; however, it has not been 
tested by Pacific Coast fishermen. 
Probably the only mid-water trawl in 
use on this coast is the Jsaccs-Kidd 
trawl, which is a net of special de- 
sign attached to a wide V-shaped div- 
ing vane. The vane keeps the mouth

of the net open and maintains the net 
at the desired depth. The net, which 
has worked successfully to 2,000 
fathoms, has been used for scientific 
purposes, but could possibly be devel- 
oped for commercial fishing. 

A more promising mid-water trawl 
for commercial use has recently been 
developed by a Swedish scientist, 
Dr. Larssoa. This trawl, called the 
Phantom Pelagic Trawl, utilizes float- 
ing wing doors to spread the net. The 
wing doors are shaped like an air- 
plane wing and are said to give twice 
the shearing effect of ordinary trawl 
doors of the same area. The wing 
doors make possible a one-boat float 
ing trawl, which can be fished at any 
depth between the surface and the 
bottom. This net may have possibili 
ties in the other trawl fishery, as 
rough bottom conditions rule out the 
use of standard trawl gear 


B. C. Herring Studies 


A survey of the herring spawning 
grounds along the British Columbia 
Coast showed the 1952 spawning to be 
the smallest in recent years. The 
length of coastline surveyed with 
spawning deposition was 22.2% less 
than in 1951. However, the decrease 
in spawn deposition does not neces- 
sarily give rise to a year class of low 
abundance. The Fisheries Research 
30oard of Canada reports that in past 
years spawning deposition of similar 
amounts to that reported for 1952 
have resulted in both highly produc- 
tive and poorly’ productive year 
classes. They point out that it has not 
been the amount of spawn that deter- 
mines the abundance of the year class, 
but the survival of the young during 
their early life period. 


Jet Engines for Fishermen 
A new light, high-powered, jet en- 
gine marketed as the ‘“Hydrojet” was 
recently introduced by the Kermath 
Manufacturing Company. The jet en- 
gine was found to be suitable for 
small fishing boats. In larger fishing 
vessels a feature of this new jet en- 
gine is the complete absence of mov- 
ing parts under the water —-no pro- 
peller, drive shaft, clutch, reverse 
gears, or stuffing box. The moving 
parts have been replaced with a high 
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propulsion unit which takes in outside 
water and discharges it near the stern 
in a high-speed jet stream. Moving 
parts of the engine are all situated 
within the boat, making maintenance 
an easy job. The “Hydrojet” has 
caused considerable discussion among 
trollers, as the absence of moving 
parts under the water would be a de 
sirable feature in this fishery. The jet 
even eliminates the use of a rudder 
and is said to be highly maneuverable 
with its jet propulsion. It remains now 
for some progressive troller to give 
the engine a try on the Pacific Coast 


New Type Barrel 

A new type barrel, which is 100% 
airtight and watertight has been in 
vented by Johannes Thaule of Nor- 
way. The cylinder-shaped barrel is 
constructed according to a patented 
method, which cuts labor costs con 
siderably. Composition staves are 
fastened to a specially designed cylin- 
der and are fused under great hy- 
draulic pressure. The barrels made 
of “fibonitt,’ a composition of wall 
board and plastic are now in pro- 
duction by a Swedish factory. The 
barrels are low cost and are said to 
be ideally suited for salted herring 
because they save from 20 to 30% of 
the required brine. Wooden barrels 
may absorb quite a few pounds of the 
salt solution 


Fish on TV 


Fish and marine life seem to be 
popular subjects for television pro- 
ducers. A number of programs have 
been televised regarding marine life 
and fisheries activities. Ship-to-shore 
television pictures of the sea bottom 
100 feet below the surface were 
shown in England some months ago 
and have recently been produced on 
the West Coast. The pictures of ship 
operations as far as 16 miles to sea 
are seen clearly in the home. A San 
Francisco station, KGO-TV presents a 
weekly program called “Science in 
Action.” This program, which is de- 
voted to scientific subjects, has used 
fish as its main topic in the past and 
will feature fishery research pro- 
grams in the future. “Science in Ac 
tion” is directed by Dr. Earl Harold 
of the Steinhart Aquarium

LATE WINTER CRABBING POOR 


Crabbing operations out of Humbolt 
Bay were reported considerably below

I have been engaged in the fishing 
industry for years, as a_ halibuter 
and salmon troller in the Northwest; 
and as a shark fisherman who helped 
pioneer that branch of the fishery; 
and for the past few years as a tuna 
fisherman on the San Diego bait boats 
Inserted into these years are my ex- 
perience as a licensed Alaska pilot, 
master of cargo vessels during World 
War 2, and navigator of cargo ves- 
Asiatic waters during this 
present Korean conflict. 

I have returned to tuna fishing and 
will remain at this occupation hence 
forth, because the possibilities for the 
advancement of this fishery interests 
me*even though at the present time

Bait Ils Weak Link 
In Tuna Fishing 


The weakest part of this present 
method of catching tuna is the bait: 
It is becoming less and less plentiful, 
partly because of the increase in our 
own fleet which is making heavy de- 
mands on the bait a too heavy de 
mand will deplete the bait stock, as the 
sardine seiners can testify and part- 
ly because changing oceanic condi 
tions are having their effect. The vari 
ous research parties will have an 
answer to the latter ere long I hope 
Because bait is at such a premium, 
certain southern countries are taking 
abusive measures toward the fish- 
ermen., 

A few years ago I saw that these 
present conditions could come about 
and questioned the Fish and Wildlife 
Service whether some agent or chemi 
cal could be found which could sup 
plement the use of bait. They have 
been very courteous and = coopera- 
tive; and I read recently where re 
search in Hawaii had found some 
chemical that had the desired effect 
on the tuna. 

At the time I had in mind a me 
whereby salt 
under pressure, 


chanical arrangement 
water would 
through a pipe placed longitudinally 


pass, 
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in the shaft alley, which had laterals 
branching from it which would pen- 
etrate the hull just above the keel on 
the side of the fishing racks and just 
forward of these racks. An extract 
could be injected into this pressurized 
water and carried in form of a 
jet stream through the laterals and 
thus impregnate the water immedi- 
ately in the vicinity of the racks out 
to about the distance of the “squids.” 

The tuna’s sense organs, I think, 
are along the side of its body. Or- 
dinarily it can brush past a “squid” 
and tell if it is artificial; and unless 
it’s a wild school the fish will ignore 
the lure and just eat the live bait. 
Nice . for the tuna! If the water 
around the ‘“‘squid’”’ were impregnated, 
that would kind of throw a monkey 
wrench into the tuna’s calculations 
and more of them could be caught 
for the amount of bait used. As the 
research team reports, the chemical 
they found will stimulate a tuna and 
make it wild, and will attract a fish 
from a considerable distance. There 
are tremendously interesting possibili- 
ies there 


Ideas for Long-Lining 
On Mechanized Basis 


For quite some time I have been 
interested in the Japanese long-line 
method of catching tuna. When I was 
recently in the Orient I kept my eyes 
open, and believe that I got 
ideas that would make this method 
more effective. I believe that the idea, 
if it is perfected to where it is com- 
mercially feasible, will open up pos- 
sibilities of mid-ocean fishing of tuna, 
especially in the area of the equa- 
torial counter current, where the re- 
search vessels have found good _ in- 
dications of tuna. The idea is de- 
pendent on a certain amount of wind, 
which should be no problem away 
from the coastal areas 


some 


It is this: The gear would consist 
of a small raft with a sail of some 
description that could be set broad- 
side to the wind, and the raft to have 


legs of a bridle from the corners 


of a required length for tuna fishing 
and spaced an adequate distance 
apart. Experience would tell what the 
length and distance apart they should 
be. If the “ground line’ used was 300 
fathom of 40 lb. gear with “gangions” 
every 30 feet that would give 60 
hooks to the “skate,” and if four 
“skates” were used, 240 hooks to a 
“string.” 

Spaced along this groundline should 
be small floats, similar to the beer 
bottle floats that were used on the 
upper end of shark trammel nets, to 
counteract the weight of the gear so 
that it wouldn’t sag. The after end 
of the string would be also attached 
to a weight suspended by a buoy line 
and buoy. Maybe experience would 
show that there would have to be an 
intermediate buoy and line at mid- 
length of the “string.” 

The principle would be to work the 
“skates” of gear from tubs instead 
of coils as are presently used by the 
halibuters. In setting, the after buoy, 
buoy-line, and weight would be thrown 
over first; and as the boat ran down- 
wind the longline would be carried 
cut. Then the forward weight, buoy- 
line, and buoy would be thrown over 
and the sail-raft attached to the buoy. 
Say that one were prospecting for the 
depth of the fish. The after buoy- 
line, the deepest, could be set at one 
depth and the forward buoy-line at a 
shallower depth. 


Sail-Raft| Maintains 
Tension on Long-Line 


When the gear is fishing, the sail- 
raft would keep tension on the for- 
ward end, towing the whole unit slow- 
ly through the water. If it were deter- 
mined at what depth the fish were 
most plentiful, both buoy-lines could 
be set at that depth and the ground- 
line would be suspended horizontally 
between the forward and after 
weights at the desired depth. 

If, say, four strings were fishing 
simultaneously that would be 960 
hooks in the water at one time, and 
if 10 strings could be set during the 
day that would be 2400 hooks worked.

Excepting for 
Dover sole, black cod and red cod, the 
association voted to ask only about 80 
per cent of the previous prices sought 
from fish dealers. The price reduction, 
it was stated, was in conformity with 
the general decline of food and other 
living costs 

At the same session the organiza- 
tion of northern California dragboat 
owners and operators installed newly 
elected officers.

Calit. Whaling Station 
May Resume Operations 


Suspended since June, 1951, pros- 
pects appeared bright at Eureka that 
whaling operations might be resumed 
along the northern California coast 
this season. The possibility loomed 
when Gilbert Hunter, of Hunter and 
Foland Maritime Industries, stated 
that he and his partner Herman Fo- 
land have “seriously contemplated” 
the resumption of activity at their 
Fields Landing whaling station on 
Humboldt Bay. 

Hunter said that a final decision 
had not been made, as of late March, 
but that “we could be in business 
within a month,” adding that the firm 
has equipment and machinery at its 
disposal. The annual season, set by 
international agreement, opens on 
April 1, extending until late fall. The 
two whalemen own the fine whaling 
craft Dennis Gayle and Lynann, which 
have been engaged in other types of 
operations the last year and a half. 

Operations were shut down at the 
Fields Landing plant when fire de- 
stroyed the main building and most of 
the machinery in June, 1951, after the 
station had been active since 1949. A 
previous fire had resulted in suspen- 
sion of activity that had begun in 
1947. 

During the two active periods the 
operations were highly successful. 
The record year was 1948, when 67 
whales of various types were taken 
and processed. 

Hunter reports that whales are 
quite plentiful off the northern Cali- 
fornia coast this season. 

Whales common to northern Calis 
fornia waters include sperm, hump. 
back and finback. The carcasses are 
processed completely at the Fields 
Landing station, and products include 
sperm oil, fertilizer and the base for 
animal food. When operations were 
last suspended, considerable success 
was attending a promotion campaign 
publicizing the use of whale meat, 
particularly steaks, for human con- 
sumption.

Fishery Technologists’ Objective 


The story of technology as applied 
to the Pacific’s fisheries still has many 
blank pages, but they are gradually 
being filled in, according to experts 
from the United States and Canada 
who participated in the three-day 
meeting of Pacific Fisheries Technolo- 
gists at the Department of Fisheries 
Building in Vancouver, B. C., March 
19, 20 and 21. 

The west coast states, British Co- 
lumbia and Alaska were well repre- 
sented, and so was Hawaii. The dele- 
gates farthest from home were Shaikh 
A. Jaleel, marketing officer for the 
central fisheries department, govern- 
ment of Pakistan, and his wife, who is 
also keenly interested in fisheries re- 
search. 

Maximum utilization of raw mate- 
rials, with particular emphasis on eco- 
nomic considerations, was the theme 
developed by several of the speakers; 
although the whole field of fisheries 
technology was covered in the papers 
presented during the conference, re- 
garded as probably the most success- 
ful so far held. 

Some of the points emphasized in 
the discussions were: 

1. Disposal of fish oils on a profit- 
able basis is a major problem that so 
far defies solution; 

2. Current work on meal and solu- 
bles production is getting more recog- 
niion by industry; 

3. Greatest scope for improvement 
in quality of fish products lies in the 
stages prior to processing. 

Speakers stressed that no amount 
of processing could improve on the 
quality of the raw fish, and that to 
achieve perfection in quality there 
should be improvement in the han- 
dling of fish from the time of harvest- 
ing to the moment of delivery to the 
plant.

Fish Hydrolysate Hinted 
For Alaska’s Waste 

The retiring president saw in the 
international Pacific coast a great 
potential market for cattle and poul- 
try feed based on fish by-products 
He also visualized an opportunity for 
the industry to build a huge market in 
the Far East, should peace be restored, 
by combining herring oil and other 
neglected fish products with surplus 
low-grade grain in the production of 
an inexpensive but highly nutritious 
protein food for millions of people 
now faced with virtually a starvation 
diet. Such a product, he believed, 
would be suitable for fish chowder and 
fish loaf if properly processed and 
dehydrated on this coast. The indus- 
try might not make much money from 
such a product but it would make 
more than under present utilization 
conditions while at the same time de- 
veloping a use for materials now often 
wasted. 

Another idea tossed out by Mr 
Armstrong was production of fish 
hydrolysate in Alaska and its ship- 
ment south by tanker. Such a process 
requires & minimum of manual labor 
and steam; one man could control the 
whole operation in a properly installed 
plant requiring only 5 hp. to run

from tuna might be manufactured 
into an attractive lure. Many com- 
pounds had been experimented with, 
but the best results were obtained 
from the use of extract of Skipjack 
tuna livers. 

Mr. Jermann described the method 
used to rate the efficacy of the various 
liquid lures. The diluted extract was 
pumped into one end of a 400’ tank 
and the actions of the tuna entering 
the opposite end were closely studied. 

“The purpose is to develop a means 
of reducing the need for live bait in 
holding the schools of tuna close to 
the ship,” said Mr. Jermann. “We 
might eventually be able to replace 
live bait entirely, or at least reduce 
its use 50%, and introduce purse 
seines.” 

Mr. Jermann also outlined an exper- 
imeatal use of pineapple plant waste 
in combination with tuna waste prod- 
ucts in development of stock feed. 

John Dassow, U.S. Fish & Wildlife 
Service Laboratory at Ketchikan, 
dealt with the problem of toughness 
in shrimp. At first it was considered 
due to processing, but it wasn’t as 
simple as that. The toughness was in- 
herent in the Alaska shrimp. Cooking 
with 29 percent brine had improved 
the texture in many instances, and 
high vacuum packing was another ef- 
fective step, using 24 lb. steam with 
a vacuum of 16 to 20”. MSG had been 
tried as a dip without effect and also 
ascorbic acid. High vacuum packing 
in hermetically sealed containers had 
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been a simple means of minimizing 
the changes in storage of Dungeness 
crab meat. 

Establishment of quality standards 
for fish was the basis of a panel to 
which Dr. Stewart Murray, medical 
health officer of Vancouver; Ralph 
3erglund, of Pacific American Fisher- 


ies, Bellingham; W. Martin, Van- 
couver Ice Co.; Peter Sunderland, of 
B. C. Packers; Gran Boothby, Cana- 
dian Fishing Co., Vancouver, and R. 
S. Bolton, canned fish inspection lab- 
oratory at Vancouver, and Dr. G. 
Ivor Jones of the National Canners 
Association contributed. 


Two More Trawlers Sail 


For Bering Sea King Crab 


There will be three American King 
crab trawlers in Bering Sea late this 
spring, and all will be members of 
Wakefield’s Deep Sea Trawlers, Inc., 
fleet. 

The big purse seiners Shelikof and 
Foremost were converted at Seattle 
this spring for trawling and crab- 
freezing and got away for the north 
shortly after the middle of April, the 
Shelikof in command of Capt. Ralph 
Jones and the Foremost under Capt 
3en Gjerde. 

They will join the 145’ steel trawler 
Deep Sea, which has been on the King 
crab grounds since early in the year 
and reports the best fishing she has 
ever encountered in her several sea- 
sons in the Sea. 

The converted seiners are equipped 
with Baker quad ice machines of 10 
tons daily capacity. The trawls will 
be fished over the stern, but brought 
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aboard amidships. Deck houses have 
been erected on the sterns of the ves- 
sels and the crab cooking and pre- 
paring operations are conducted there 
The prepared crab, whether picked 
meat in pans or legs for freezing in 
the shell, is lowered through a small 
hatch into the hold, where two blast 
freezers are situated on either hand 
at the after end of the hold. After 
freezing, the crab is stored in the 
main hold, which has been fitted with 
frost coils for low temperature 

As carrying capacity of the vessels 
is not great, arrangements have been 
made for them to run their packs to 
the Aleutian Cold Storage Co., plant 
at Sand Point for storage and steamer 
shipment to Seattle.

Thirty per cent profit was realized 
by the 1952 Japanese high-seas sal- 
mon fishing expeditions to North Pa- 
cific waters west of the 175th merid- 
ian, well-informed Japanese sources 
estimate in a report on last year’s 
operations prepared for Pacific Fish- 
erman, 

Settlement was effected only after a 
period of extended negotiation follow- 
ing return of the last vessels, but was 
finally worked-out on this basis: 

Taiyo Gyogyo fleet, 30 catcher 
boats, 42°, firm’s share; 58% catcher 
boats’ share. 

Nippon Suisan fleet, 10 catcher 
boats, 45.78% firm’s share; 55.22% 
catcher boats’ share. 

Nichiro Gyogyo fleet, 10 catcher 
boats, 47% firm’s share; 534 catcher 
boats’ share. 

Contrary to early reports, which in- 
dicated that the entire production was 
marketed in Japan frozen or salted, 
it is known now that a limited quan- 
tity of the frozen fish was canned. 

The principal parcel canned was put 
up by Nichiro, which also smoked 
some of the Reds. The Nichiro can- 
ning consisted of 2,000 cases of Red 
halves, counted 8 doz. to the case 
The goods had been intended for sale 
in the United Kingdom, but that mar- 
ket was closed by the refusal of ex- 
change for canned salmon imports. It 
is understood that 1,200 cases of the 
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canned Reds were sold to Belgium, 
Holland and Irish Free State at a 
price of $26.00 per case fob. Japan. 

In addition to the Nichero canned 
goods, it is understood that Taiyo 
put-up a small canned pack from 
the frozen salmon, but this was for 
test purposes only and was not mar- 
keted. 

The 1953 expedition again will con- 
sist of three motherships, but they 
will average larger in size than in 
1952. There will also be a substantial 
increase in gear, and the “‘target’’ for 
the season’s pack is 4,250,000 fish, 
compared with a 1952 “target” of 
1,830,000 fish and an actual catch in 
that year of 2,107,000 fish. Thus ex- 
pectations for this season are more 
than double the realization of 1952 

It is reported that the motherships 
will be equipped as in 1952, which is 
taken to mean that they will rely 
upon salting and freezing, and will 
not have facilities for canning aboard 
Whether any of the frozen fish will 
be canned upon delivery to Japan is 
not certain from the report, but it is 
indicated that 1953 marketing will 
follow the pattern adopted for the 
1952 pack, 


Another fact which had not previ- 


ously been made plain is that the 


major portion of the catch was trans- 
shipped to freezer carriers and trans 
ported to Japan almost as soon as 
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frozen; and not accumulated aboard 
the motherships for delivery at the 
end of the season. There is no indica- 
tion that any serious difficulty was 
encountered in transferring the froz- 
en fish from one vessel to another 
on the high seas. 

The extended area for which fishing 
is authorized in 1953 is shown in the 
accompanying sketch, prepared in 
Japan especially for Pacific Fisher- 
man. It will be noted that operations 
are to be permitted this season east 
to the 175th meridian established in 
the Tri-Partite treaty; and that the 
total area authorized is vastly greater 
than that fished in 1952 


Fishing Gear Lost 
In Fire at Seattle 


A considerable quantity of fishing 
gear nets and halibut equipment, 
principally was lost in a fire which 
destroyed one of the older net houses 
at Seattle’s Fisherman's Terminal at 
Salmon Bay. The new structures at 
the terminal were not endangered 

Loss in the fire, building and gear 
together, was very conservatively es- 
timated at $120,000. It was the most 
serious fire which had occurred at the 
terminal in years, but fortunately 
was confiend to the one structure, an

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TARIFF COMMISSION DOUBTS 
THAT TUNA INDUSTRY NEEDS HELP 


Twenty days late, the U. S. Tariff 
Commission this spring delivered to 
the U. S. Senate Finance Committee 
2 lb. 10 oz. of tuna information in 
mimeographed form, a document 1.5” 
in thickness and numbering 196 pages. 

The whole thing is summed-up in 10 
“Conclusions.” The three-man major- 
ity of the commission differed from 
Edgar B. Brossard, the chairman, who 
last November dissented from his col- 
lueagues’ conclusions, which are any- 
thing but conclusive. They alone 
occupy 13 pages of the entire docu- 
ment; and generally conclude that the 
tuna industry needs no help. 

As in the case of its rejection last 
fall of application for relief under 
the “escape clause” provisions of the 
reciprocal trade agreement law, the 
commission majority rested heavily in 
its ‘“‘conclusions” upon its conviction 
that tuna-in-brine is not competitive 
with standard tuna, and that because 
the United States does not pack tuna- 
in-brine imports of this article do 
not adversely affect the American in- 
dustry. 

It finds also that the tuna industry 
generally is in much better condition 
this spring than it was when the data 
available was produced. In _ conse- 
quence the commission says: ‘Pre- 
sumably, therefore, less basis exists 
now than existed when the escape 
clause investigation was made for in- 
creasing duties or applying quotas.” 

The Tariff Commission modifies its 
former position somewhat with re- 
spect to quotas, saying: ‘Any desired 
limitation on imports of fresh or froz- 
en tuna could be accomplished much 
more certainly by means of quotas 
than by duties. The application of 
quotas, however, would impose diffi- 
cult problems. 

In Conclusion 7 the commission 
swings along with the view advanced 


by tuna canners when they contend 
that any duty on frozen tuna should 
be accompanied by upward adjust- 
ment in the tariff on canned tuna 
otherwise the frozen tuna tariff would 
merely cut-off the supply of that raw 
material for canning in this country 
and would stimulate foreign canning 
for export to the United States 

The commission accept this view 
whole-heartedly, saying of the pos- 
sibility that a duty could be imposed 
on frozen tuna without any compensa- 
tory adjustment in rates on the canned 
product: “Such action would have a 
damaging effect on the domestic tuna 
packers, particularly those that rely 
largely on foreign sources of supply 
for raw fish. Even if no tariff changes 
were made for the benefit of the 
tuna packers, they would quite proper- 
ly expect appropriate compensatory 
adjustments in the tariff treatment 
applicable to certain canned tuna, 
notably tuna in brine."’ 

On the whole, the tuna industry 
will find some surprising information 
in the Tariff Commission report. One 
of the most interesting bits of all is 
the reiteration of the sophistry that 
tuna-in-brine does not compete with 
standard canned tuna. This same Cen- 
clusion 7 says: “A substantial part 
of the increased sales of tuna and 
bonito in brine, of which there is no 
corresponding domestic pack, did not 
displace equivalent quantities of tuna 
and tunalike fishes prepared in oil, 
foreign or domestic. To a considerable 
degree these imports of lower-priced 
tuna have created their own market.” 

In short, the Tariff Commission re- 
port to the Senate contains very little 
encouragement to those elements of 
the tuna industry seeking duties or 
quota which would tend to equalize the 
cost of production of the American 
product and the selling price of com- 


parable foreign goods in the United 
States market 

Chairman Brossard in his dissent 
says that revision of the “Conclusions” 
by the majority of the commission 
was done in a way that left him no 
time to prepare an adequate dissent- 
ing report, but only time to make a 
short statement ‘“disclaiming respon- 
sibility” for the “Conclusions.” He 
asks that persons interested in the 
differences of opinion within the com- 
mission read the report made last 
November in connection with the es- 
cape clause investigation of the tuna 
industry

Although the order is much less 
than the average from the United 
Kingdom, it represents a clear gain 
over last year, when no business at 
all was done by that country with 
the Canadian salmon industry owing 
to the exchange and other problems. 

The 1953 order is a direct result of 
the economic conference held in Ot- 
tawa recently between Britain's chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, R. A. Butler;

“We welcome this opportunity of 
trading with Britain again, but it 
doesn’t mean that happy days are 
here again,” said a Vancouver indus- 
try spokesman. “We'll still enter the 
fishing season with substantial unsold 
stocks, and the British will drive a 
hard bargain on what they buy.”

Bay Shrimp Closure 
Promotes Conservation 

Mexico’s Pacific shrimp fishery was 
closed by government order from 
March 1 to April 15, for fishing with- 
in the great shallow bays and esteros 
of the west coast. This was done in 
the hope that cessation of cast-netting 
for that period would permit juvenile 
shrimp to enter from the open sea 
(where they are spawned); have a 
chance to grow and re-enter the ocean 
and so reach maturity. Trawling in 
open waters continues to July 1, end 
of the season. 

From January 1 to March 20, a 
total of 3,667,969 lbs. had crossed the 
international borders in California and 
Arizona. Of this 3,640,242 lbs. were 
frozen and layer packed; the balance, 
27,727 lbs. entered fresh 

According to reports from Sinaloa 

which includes the great Topolo- 
bampo fishery the February catch 
was 560,616 Ibs., which was 45% less 
than January, but 87% more than 
February, 1952. The fishery around 
Guaymas and Rocky Point to the 
north, had been poor all season. The 
Salina Cruz fishery, far to the south 
was not up to expected tonnage. 

Naturally, with top quality, layer 
pack, brand named shrimp so short 
in supply, wholesale prices quoted by 
western importers was very high. 
Under-12 to 16-20 count, the three 
sizes were offered at 95c per Ib.; 21-25 
85c; 26-30, 80c; 31-42, 72c and 43-65, 
at 60c; the latter 15c per Ib. higher 
than at the same period last year 


“Jim” Puckett, Salmon 
Labeller, Passes Away 


A man who made a life work of 
serving the canned salmon industry 
closed that career in March with the 
death of James H. A. Puckett at the 
age of 68. 

Known generally in the industry as 
“Jim,” Mr. Puckett headed The Puck- 
ett Co., specialists in the handling, 
labelling and preparing of canned sal- 
mon for shipment under the spe- 
cialized conditions prevailing in the 
Alaska salmon business as the prod- 
uct moves through the Seattle ter- 
minals to market. 

He was the victim of a heart at- 
tack, which followed several years of 
poor healh. 

Mr. Pucket went to Alaska in 1904 
and after two years mining on the 
Kenai peninsula returned to Seattle 
and entered the salmon business; con- 
tinuing in it in various phases until 
his death. His long association with 
the business and the intimate and con- 
fidential character of his association 
with it made him one of the most 
widely known individuals engaged in 
canned salmon and its distribution

men’s Wharf at that port, has been sold to 
Bill Murphy, San Diego 
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Strong Pressure Applied 
For Nushagak Opening 

A number of representatives of 
Alaska unions, notably those con- 
cerned with the Bristol Bay area, ap- 
peared before the House Committee on 
Territorial and Insular Affairs in April 
and made a big pitch for opening the 
Nushagak side of Bristol Bay to resi- 
dent salmon fishermen 

The Fish and Wildlife Service this 
year in its regulations is initiating a 
program for a five-year closure of the 
Nushagak side in an effort to restore 
the depleted Red salmon population 

The Alaskans took their hearing to 
the Territorial and Insular committee 
on the grounds that the Nushagak 
closure involved the economic liveli- 
hood of the residents of the district as 
well as the conservation of the salmon. 

The hearings brought colorful testi- 
mony and heavy pressure, and Wash- 
ington observers at presstime felt 
there was a fair chance that the plea 
would be successful and the Nushagak 
closure relaxed, despite the critical 
condition of the salmon running to 
that stream 


Mackerel Landings for 
First Quarter Far Down 


Deliveries of mackerel to Los Ange- 
les-Long Beach ports from. January 1 
to March 31 were 30 tons of Pacific; 
1,852 tons of Jack for a total of 1,852 
tons. This was less than half of last 
year’s yield for the period, 3,805 tons, 
of which 40 tons was Pacific. Thus the 
overall mackerel pack for three 
months did not much exceed 25,000 
cases. Wholeale prices were firming 
on Jack, one West Coast packer ask 
ing $8.50 per case, 48-lb. talls. Pa- 
cific, on which there were no offerings, 
was held at $8.50. 


Rubinstein Buys Anderson's 
Seldovia Cannery Interest 


Sam Rubinstein, president of Whit 
ney & Co., Carl Rubenstein Co. and 
Farwest Fishermen, Inc., announced 
in April that he had purchased the 
interest of C. E. “Squeaky” Anderson, 
rear admiral (retired) U.S.N.R., in 
the Seldovia Bay Packing Co., with a 
cannery at Seldovia, Alaska, and 
Seattle headquarters at 2360 Com 
modore Way 

Mr. Anderson has felt the need of 
reducing his responsibilities as result 
of illness which he suffered during the 
late winter and asked Mr. Rubinstein 
vice president of the company, to take 
over his interest; which was done 

The cannery only is involved. Mr 
Anderson retains his interest in the 
related cold storage and by-products 
plant 

There will be no significant change 
in the operations at Seldovia as result 
of the deal, Mr. Rubinstein said. He 
expects to spend a portion of the com

The Halibut Treaty 


Joint efforts of the United States and Canada to preserve the 
halibut fishery of the Northern Pacific Ocean have been so success- 
ful that they are frequently cited as an example of what can be 
accomplished by the right kind of international cooperation. 

They should prove even more effective in future, however, as a 
result of the recent signing of the new North Pacific Halibut Con- 
vention—just 30 years after the adoption of the original treaty on 
March 2, 1923. 

Under the new treaty the powers of the International Pacific Hali- 
but Commission (heretofore known as the International Fisheries 
Commission) have been increased to permit it to establish more 
than one open season a year. Scientists expect that this will make 
a larger catch possible without any deleterious effect on the supply. 

Another feature of the new convention is the addition of two new 
members to the commission. Until now the board has consisted of 
two commissioners from each country—one representing the federal 
government and the other the industry at large. Now Alaska will 
be given representation on the board and Canada will have public 
members from both Prince Rupert and Vancouver, B. C. 

The 1923 convention made history, as it was the first treaty ever 
entered into by two nations for the regulation of a fishery in which 
they had a mutual interest. It was also the first formal interna- 
tional agreement which Canada ever made on its own behalf as an 
independent member of the British Commonwealth. And it has 
provided the pattern for other treaties which have since been signed 
by the United States and Canada for the regulation of other fisheries. 

Seattle’s interest in the commission's activities is attested by the 
fact that it has always had a member on the board—first Miller 
Freeman, who was appointed under the original treaty, and then 
Edward W. Allen, who succeeded him in 1932 and has remained 
in office ever since.—Seattle Post-Intelligencer, Mar, 4, 1953.
